Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on May 2, 201 1, has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 39-58 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Regarding claim 39, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest an exposure method 
comprising measuring a position of a nozzle member and rotating the nozzle member around an 
axis perpendicular to an optical axis of an optical system based on a measured position of the 
nozzle, in combination with all the other limitations of the claim. 

• Regarding claim 49, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a device fabricating 
method comprising measuring a position of a nozzle member and rotating the nozzle member 
around an axis perpendicular to an optical axis of an optical system based on a measured position 
of the nozzle, in combination with all the other limitations of the claim. 

• Claims 40-48 and 50-58 are allowable by virtue of their dependencies.
